Hindu from quinine which promises a 
sure euro for pneumonia was describ- 
ed to tbe American Chemical Society 
Tuesday by scientists of the- Mellon 
Institute of Pittsburgh. 


This quinine derivitive

used on animals with remarknble re- 
sults, and tried out also on human be- 
ings with effects iiimounced as "very 


'Io yet tlieir new preparation, the 


institute chemists began with opto- 
chin, a drug known to physicians for 
mitny years. This old drug was high- 
ly toxic to pneumonia fferms, but of 
liltlo use because it also caused blind- 
ness. 


The new drug causes no blindness. 


It is more deadly to (bo germs than 
Ibo old one. Actually not only ono. 
but several of these modified quinine 
drugs have been made, each on« in- 
creiisinsly 
cffoctivo 
against 
pneu- 


monia.

ler, Alice G. Renfrew and Leonard

Operating companies are variously
